the Twenty-eighth mountain battery 
•will be .sent to the Isthmus to take pos- 
session of the cities of Panama and 
Colon, and tho various Islands which 
tae treaty gives Into control of tho 
United States. 


Depends on Colombia. 


The pending of troops may not he 


delayed until the ratification of the 
treaty, however. 
If Colombia should 


make an attempt to send troops over- 
land to tho revolted states, this gov- 
ernment will not wait for the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty. The mere fatt that 
Colombia undertook to do anything 
of that kind would be considered a 
menace to the free transit and the 
dictum of the United States that there 
must bo no fighting on tho Isthmus. 


The Panama canal question was 


again the 'leading topic under consid- 
eration b'y the Senate, and Mr. Morgan 
•was again tho speaker of'the day. Ho 
declared that to tho President's ambi- 
tion to secure tho credit of a unique

at Bonanza, Ark.
